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SHORTAGE OF CARS. 


Deliverics Delayed Because of Insuf- 
ficient Equipment. 


While the Situation Is Not Alarming as Yet, Traffic Man- 
agers Predict Serious Trouble as Soon as Snow and 
Cold Weather Come to Lower the Haul- 
ing Capacity of Locomotives. 


Shortage of cars on all railroads is becoming a more and 
more serious matter daily. It is not a congestion of freight 
at central points, nor a tie-up in traffic due to unfavorable 
weather conditions, but a shortage in cars. Well informed 
men declare that not a railroad in the country has suff- 
cient cars to handle the traffic offered 

Through the West conditions are the worst they have 
ever been. Shippers are clamoring for cars and manufac- 
tured goods are waiting at initial points for cars to move 
them. The railroads are undoubtedly doing as well as pos- 
sible under the circumstances, but that does not help 
paper men who want to make shipments, nor does the out- 
look appear promising. 

Shippers of paper can thank the fortune which has ex- 
tended summer traffic conditions up to now. The fall has 
been warm and nothing has occurred to stop traffic. “But 
wait,” said one gentleman, “until we get six inches of snow 
and zero weather. That will reduce the hauling. capacity 
of locomotives one-half. In other words, when those con- 
ditions prevail the train loads will have to be reduced, one- 
half, either by reducing the load in the cars or by reducing 
the number of cars hauled by each locomotive. It requires 
no explanation to show what the effect will be.” 

All through the West the shortage is so severe that ship- 
pers are compelled to resort to all sorts of measures to se- 
cure cars. The grain crops all through the Middle West 
are enormous, and grain shippers are generally given the 
preference in making shipments. One gentleman who at- 
tends to shipments from mills located in Quincy, Ill, and 
others in Maine, finds the same difficulty at both ends of 

ie line and all the way between. Nor has he yet discov- 
ered any possible way to improve or modify existing con- 
ditions. 

Reports have been circulated in the daily newspapers to 
the effect that the car shortage has been overcome and that 
grain shippers have plenty to handle all their export grain 
When this statement was repeated to a gentleman con 
versant with the situation, he said that he could not believ 
it was true, viewing the situation as a whole. He said it 
might apply to one city, like Buffalo, for example, and the 
very fact that grain shippers had secured enough cars from 
one city might be a partial explanation of the difficulties 
encountered by paper shippers in securing cars to move 
their product. 

Some large paper shippers in New England are exper- 
encing some difficulty in getting cars, but it could not be 
learned that so far any important shipments have been hela 
back because cars could not be obtained It is understood, 
however, that they will resort to express shipments, as they 
have done heretofore, should it become necessary. 

Through New York State, particularly the northern part 
of it, there is considerable snow, but the temperature has 
not been really low as yet. The railroads have been get- 
ting their freight trains through on schedule time up to 
now, but cold weather with a few inches more snow would 
force a reduction in the train load, cause congestion at 
central points, and would seriously delay. all shipments. 
This statement is made upon the authority of one largely 


interested in getting goods to their destination as rapidly 
as it can be done. 

Paper men suffer in any traffic difficulty because their 
goods are not perishable, and if left on a side track at 
some way station will not spoil by freezing. Grain men 
and other shippers of food products are always given the 
preference, and such freight as paper must wait. For- 
tunately, no congestion exists at the beginning of winter, 
but with such a situation as outlined confronting shippers 
there is ample reason for paper shippers to watch care- 
fully and get their shipments through, so far as they can, 
before any reduction in train service becomes necessary be 
cause of snow and cold. The experience of paper men a 
few years ago, just after the coal strike was settled, should 


be a warning to them now. 





The Pulp Wood Combine a Fact.

AppLetoN, Wis., December 4, 1905.—The Delta Pulp 
Company, an organization of pulp wood sellers, formed to 
deal with the pulp wood supplying companies, as related 
in THe Paper Trade JourRNAL two or three weeks ago, 
seems to be an accomplished fact, according to all reports. 
The managers of the pulp wood companies, however, do 
not seem to be at all alarmed at its existence. In view of 
all the circumstances they do not see why the present 
should have been considered an opportune time for the 
formation of such an organization. At the beginning of 
the present season the pulp wood companies voluntarily 
increased the price of pulp wood to the sellers 25 cents 
per cord, and also reduced the minimum size requirement, 
both of these things operating to the advantage of the 
sellers.

TEN NEW MACHINES. 


The International Paper Company Will 
Add That Number. 


At a Meeting of the Directors Held on Wednesday of Last 
Week the Installing of Ten New Machines Was Au- 
thorized—Enhanced Value of the Company’s 
Water Powers and Timber Lands. 


The directors of the International Paper Company held 
their regular quarterly meeting at the offices of the com- 
pany, 30 Broad street, New York, on Wednesday of last 
week. After the dividend for the quarter had been de 
clared, other business was transacted, a report of which is 
given in a statement issued from President Chisholm’s 
office on Friday of last week, Thanksgiving Day having 
intervened : 

The statement follows 

“At the directors’ meeting last Wednesday a favorable 
statement of current earnings was made, showing that the 
cost of production is being reduced as a result of improve 
ments made in the plants. The product is sold for eighteen 
months in advance, at satisfactory prices 

“Actual figures show that for the three months ending 
December 1 the company made more paper than for any 
corresponding three months in its history and delivered to 
its customers, during the same period, about 16 per cent 
more than for any corresponding period in the past 

“In view of the encouraging results and promising out 
look the directors authorized the installing of ten new 
machines, which will be as large and fine as any in the 
world and have a capacity of from 350 to 400 tons daily 
The new equipment will make the company impregnable 
and enable it to extend its export business. 

“The company already owns mil! sites, water powers and 
timber lands ample for these new machines. Its present 
water power actually developed is 150,000 horse power, and 
it has an equal amount undeveloped. These water powers 
have greatly advanced in value since their acquisition on 
account of the great demand for electrical power. 

“All of the company’s realty has similarly enhanced in 
value—its timber lands especially. The company not only 
acquired these woodlands and water powers at a time of 
depreciation in value, but the company itself was formed 
ind capitalized when industrial properties were at their 

west ebb. The consequence is that its buildings and 
hydraulic developments could not today be reproduced at 
anything like their original cost, and, in addition, upward 
of $6,000,000 has been spent in improvements and new con 


struction.” 


The departure from the policy of the company in issuing 
the above statement has caused considerable comment, es 
pecially in the Wall Street district, where there is more 
than the usual amount of interest in the affairs of the com 
pany, due to the activity of the International stocks on the 
Exchange.

Alleged Timber Thieves Arrested.

Utica, N. Y., December 5, 1905.—The grand jury of this 
county has returned indictments against Harvey A. Gay- 
lord, of Turin, Lewis County, and Charles A. Klock, pf 
Fairfield, Herkimer County, former State Game Protectors. 
Indictments are found on the charge of grand larceny, first 
degree, committed on July 25, 1905, in feloniously extort- 
ing from James Gallagher, a lumberman in Forestport, 
Oneida County, the sum of $3,750, which was paid by Gal- 
lagher for permission to cut 2,000 cords of spruce timber 
on lots 6, 7, 8, 9, 10 and 19, new survey, Noblesboro Patent, 
which lands are within the State Forest Preserve. 
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SEVEN YEARS OF FORESIRY. 


Remarkable Growth of the Service in the Few Years That 
It Has Been Established—An Historical Sketch 
From Secretary Wilson’s Report. 





Wasuincton, D. C., December 5, 1905.—The annual re 
port of the Secretary of Agriculture, just published, pre 
sents a striking résumé of the growth of forestry in the 
past seven years, and of the part in this growth which has 
been taken by the Forest Service 

“During the past year,” writes the Secretary, “the Goy 
ernment work in forestry entered upon a new phase. Prac 
tical work in the actual introduction of forestry began in 
1898. But it was not until February 1, 1905, when the care 
of the national forest reserves was transferred to the De 
partment of Agriculture, that the Forest Service became an 
administrative organization. This transfer was a logical 
cutcome of the recent work of the service. During the 
last six or seven years it has passed through a remarkable 
development, which has followed but not kept pace with 
its demonstration of capacity for public usefulness. On 
July 1, 1898, the Division of Forestry employed eleven per- 
sons, of whom six filled clerical or other subordinate posi 
tions and five belonged to the scientific staff. Of the latter, 
two were professional foresters. The Division possessed 
no field equipment; practically all of its work was office 
work, 

“At the opening of the present fiscal year the employees 
of the Forest Service numbered 821, of whom 153 were 
professional trained foresters. Field work was going on in 
twenty-seven States and Territories, from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific and from Canada to Mexico. Over 900,000 
acres of private forests were under management recom- 
mended by the Service, and applications on file for advice 
from owners contemplating management covered 2,000,000 
acres more. During the year nearly 62,000 letters were 
sent out from the offices at Washington, the majority of 
them in reply to requests for information and advice from 
the public, of a kind which could not be met by printed in 
formation. This contrast imperfectly indicates the full ex- 
tent of the change which has taken place and the progress 
which has been made. Seven.years ago there were in the 
whole United States less than ten professional foresters. 
Neither a science nor a literature of American forestry was 
in existence, nor could an education in the subject be ob 


tained in this country systematic torestry was in opera 
tion on the estate of a single owner, honorably desirous of 
furnishing an object lesson in an unknown field. Lumber 
men and forest owners were skeptical of the success of 
forest management, and largely hostile to its introduction 
\mong the public at large a feeling in favor of forest 
preservation, largely on sentimental grounds, was fairly 
widespread, but almost wholly misinformed. It confounded 
use with destruction, shade tree planting with forestry 

“The real need of forestry was urgent. \ time had 
come which presented at once a great opportunity and a 
dangerous crisis. Forest destruction had reached a point 
where sagacious men—most of all, sagacious lumbermen 
could plainly discern the not distant end. The lumber in 
dustry, vital to the nation at large, was rushing to its own 
extinction, yet with no avenue of escape apparent, until 
forest management for future crops should be forced by 
famine prices. Meanwhile, however, the ruin would have 
been wrought already. 

“That the whole situation is profoundly altered is di- 
rectly and chiefly due to the work of the Forest Service. 
With its offer of practical assistance to forest owners made 
in the fall of 1898, its field of action shifted from the desk 
to the woods. The lumberman was met on his own ground.

If it is not speedily checked 
its effects will sooner or later be felt in every industry and 
every home. To make these facts known is a national 
duty. The work of education must continue until public 
opinion will not tolerate heedless waste or injudicious 


laws.”

The Promoters Held Liable for Their Proportions of the 
Unpaid Stock Subscriptions as Might Be Needed 
to Satisfy the Debts of the Company. 


In a recent decision of Vice Chancellor Pitney, of New 
Jersey, in the case of See vs. Heppenheimer, it was de- 
cided that the promoters who received stock in the Co- 
lumbia Straw Paper Company without having made pay 
ment therefor, either in money or property, must pay theit 
share of the debts of the company, the same to be in pro- 
portion of their holdings of such unpaid for stock. This de 
cision, in the suit of the first receiver of the company, the 
late William G. E.

See, will, no doubt, surprise the trade, 
was thought that the ten litigation over the 
affairs of the company had ended last July. At that time 
an order of settlement was entered, signed by Vice Chan- 
cellor Pitney, accepting the offer of $170,000, made by over 
forty defendants in the suits brought against them 

In an editorial review of the decision 
Evening Post, of New York, says: 

“About Christmas, 1892, certain gentlemen, one of them 
a savings bank official, and another a prominent lawyer of 
this city, organized in New Jersey the Columbia Straw 
Paper Company, to take over a number of paper mills 
upon which options had already been secured. These op 
tions were to cost the promoters some $750,000 in cash and 
$2,250,000 in stock of the newly formed company, which had 
an-authorized share capital of $4,000,000

seem to have left a comfortable margin for promoters’ 
profits, but it had the drawback of calling for $750,000 of 
cash, a commodity in which promoters dislike to deal. It 
was deemed advisable, therefore, to issue $1,000,000 of 
mortgage bonds, which furnished the cash needed to pur 
chase the plants, provided a working capital of $200,000.

“But Chancellor Pitney was unable to take this view of 
the case. In a review of the proceedings which must have 
made ‘eminent counsel’ wince, he declared that the good 
will argument had been sadly overdone. He found that the 
cash and stock paid to the owners of the paper mills had 
fully covered the good will of those mills as going con- 
cerns and that the newly organized corporation, not yet 
being a going concern, had not acquired any good will for 
which stock could be issued. The promoters, to be sure, 
argued that the combination expected to make large profits 
by raising the price of its product from $20 to $28 per ton; 
but the Chancellor ruled against them. Prospective profits, 
he said. expected to arise from one’s ability to suppress 
competition, are like the chickens the milkmaid expected to 
hatch from the eggs bought with the proceeds of the milk

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she was carrying upon her head. Equally unfeeling was 
his reply to the argument that similar methods of capitaliz 
ng corporations are commonly employed. Very true, said 
the Chancellor, but such practices have ‘brought obloquy 
upon our State,’ and are not warranted ‘by anything in our 
statutes or the decisions of our courts.’ 

“Best of all is the Chancellor’s reply to the pitiful plea 
that the whether erroneous or not, had been 
made in ‘good faith.’ He showed that properties worth not 
more than $1,500,000 were capitalized at $5,000,000 by men 
who manifested their confidence in the future of the con 
cern by taking first mortgage bonds in payment for all the 


valuation, 


actual money which they put in, and accepted the stock 
merely as a bonus which might later be sold to the public 
for what it would bring. Here again the ears of ‘eminent 
counsel’ and others must have tingled, as they heard or 
read the words of the court. It was the desire and inten 
tion, the judge declared, to sell the share ‘for more than 
they were really worth,’ and herein ‘lies the intrinsically 
fraudulent character of these transactions.’ He even ob- 
served that the matter was in no wise bettered by sending 
a board of dummy directors, consisting mostly of the em 
ployees and partners of the ‘eminent counsel,’ over to Ho 
boken to approve the fraudulent valuation in formal meet 
ing. Corporations, he declared, should have ‘competent and 
independent’ boards of directors to act in the interest of 
the future stockholders, and not of the interested promoters 
In fact, he pronounced the entire contract by which the 
promoters sold the mills to a board of dummy directors, 
‘a palpable fraud on the act of the Legislature.’ 

“This decision leaves one with mingled feelings of de 
light and consternation. If promoters cannot, under the 
New Jersey law, capitalize the pot of gold at the end of 
the rainbow or the gold brick described in the confidential 
circular, what, in Heaven’s name, is to become of the pro- 
moting business? Furthermore, if the judgment of a 
dummy director is not to be accepted as final, how are 
eminent financiers, as buyers, to make valid contracts with 
themselves as sellers? And finally, if fraudulent capitaliza- 
tion approved by bogus directors can involve a five million 
dollar concern in so much trouble, what would happen if a 
billion dollar corporation should ever get into difficulty ? 
3ut these. after all, are questions of tomorrow; today it is 
enough to rejoice in the good sense and sterling honesty 
of Judge Pitney’s decision.in See vs. Heppenheimer et pals.”

In the monthly summary of our imports and exports, 
printed on page 5 of this issue, the trade will find interest- 
ing reading in regard to our dealings in paper and paper 
making materials with foreign countries. The figures given 
are for the month of October and for the ten months ended 
October 31. 

As the finished product naturally claims the most atten- 
tion the totals and comparisons far the two periods should 
be first stated. As can be seen by a perusal of the tables 


we imported paper in October of this year to the value of 
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$668,817, as against $456,410 in the same month last year, 
a gain of $212,407. For the ten months ended October 31 
we imported $5,219,241 worth of paper as against $4,477,278 
for the corresponding period of last year, a gain of $741,- 
963. In rags and other paper stock our imports for last 
October amounted to $394,698, as compored with $259,500 
1904, a gain of $135,108.

The inability of the transportation lines of the country 
to handle freight promptly again looms up as a trouble- 
some prospect for the winter’s trade. As in the past few 
years, the explanation is still the same, namely, a 
shortage in cars on the part of the railroads. This lack of 
equipment, the traffic managers say, is due to the impossi- 
bility of the car making concerns to meet the demand of 
the railroads for new rolling stock. While there has been 
a considerable increase in the carrying capacity of the 
roads, it is stated that the growth of business throughout 
the country is in excess of the facilities of the car 
shops to supply the additional cars needed. This 
deficiency has become apparent since the heavy fall 
movement in freight began.

OBITUARY. 


De Witt C. VAn OstTRAND. 

NEENAH, Wis., December 4, 1905.—DeWitt C. Van Os- 
trand, one of the wealthiest and most influential men in this 
part of the State, is dead at his home in this city, after a 
lingering illness, aged seventy-eight years. He was born 
at Liverpool, N. Y. When twenty-one years of age he 
came West with his savings, reaching Neenah May 1, 1850 
In 1855 he opened a store on Wisconsin avenue, this city. 
In the following September he formed a partnership with 
Hiram Smith, buying out the stock of Edward Smith. In 
1857 he operated a flour mill on the present site of the Nee- 
nah Paper Mill. In 1861 he removed to Eldorado, where 
he lived until 1867. He became a member of the legisla- 
ture of Wisconsin and had the honor of voting for the 
thirteenth amendment to the Constitution of the United 
States. Soon after he returned to Neenah he formed a 
partnership with Hiram Smith in the manufacture of pa- 
per, and continued this until 1874, when they sold the plant 
to the Kimberly & Clark Company. For a short time these 
two men operated the Neenah Stove Works. In 1881 he 
established the National Manufacturers Bank and was its 
president from 1900 up to the time of his death.

Quebec Pulp Wood Interests Disturbed. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Canada, December 3, 1905.—A gentleman 
familiar with the timber trade in Quebec Province, writing 
from there, says: 

“The question regarding the duty on pulp wood has cer- 
tainly unsettled the pulp wood industry in this district, and 
the output will be very much restricted this winter. Not 
only are the operators affected by this, but the banks them- 
selves, I am informed on good authority, are very cautious 
in making advances on pulp wood. I consider that the 
amount of pulp wood madé this winter for export to the 
United States will be very much smaller than made last 
year. During the past summer the production of a large 
quantity of peeled wood was: projected, but this trouble 
about the duty on rossed wood caused a certain amount 
of uneasiness regarding peeled wood also, and the produc- 
tion was consequently affected to a certain extent, but the 
reduction in that quantity for next year’s shipment will not 
be as marked as in the case of the rossed wood, the quan- 
tity of which will be very materially reduced.”
